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THE  CENTENARY  OF  FARADAY'S  DISCOVERY. 


If  any  single  discovery  can  be  said  to  have  revolutionized  the  world, 
it  is  probably  that  of  Michael  Faraday  when  he  discovered  the  true 
relation  between  magnetism,  and  electricity.  In  August,  1831  he 
showed  that  electrical  currents  •could  be  induced.  The  centenary  of 
the  epoch-making  discovery,  which  foreshadowed  the  dynamo  and,  in- 
deed, all  the  amazing  electrical  developments  of  the  twentieth  century, 
is  to  be  celebrated  on  an  almost  unprecedented  scale.  Sir  William 
Bragg  in  a  "broadcast"  talk  recently  pictured  the  greatness  of  Fara- 
day's discoveries,    lie  said: 

"How  many  and  great  these  are  we  may  realize  if  we  think  of  the 
consequences  of  ^toppimjc  ei-   elects  .  ..n-  ;.i  !>  .•.  ning  at  itus 

moment,  so  that  we  bring  lo  an  end  all  electric  distribution  of  iliglit  1 
and  power,  all  transmission  of  news  by  telegraph  and  telephone,  ami 
a  hundred  other  uses  of  electricity  on  which  we  have  learnt  to  rely. 
The  very  means  by  which  I  am  addressing  you  tonight,  the  micro- 
phone that  stands  before  me,  the  machine  that  transfers  its  Vibrations 
to  the  ether,  the  receiver  and  the  loud  speaker  w'hich  are  beside  you, 
are  all  constructed  on  principles  tirst  enunciated  by  Faraday.  Vfery 
few  men  have  changed  the  face  of  the  world  as  Faraday  has  done." 

But  to  me,  and  to  many  others,  Faraday  (born  at  Newington,  Sur- 
rey, 1791,  who  died  at  Hampton  Court  18(57),  will  be  a  great  man  not 
only  because  of  his  research  in  almost  every  branch  of  science,  bul 
also  because  he  consistently  refused  to  turn  his  knowledge  into  money. 
Michael  Faraday  was  born  the  son  of  poor  parents,  and  he  died  com- 
paratively poor.  Yet  his  discoveries  resulted  in  patents  which  must 
have  brought  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds  to  others.  This  atti- 
tude of  the  scientist  was  in  complete  keeping  with  his  life.  Service 
to  his  fellow-creatures  came  first  coupled  with  a  love  of  Truth;  early 
i;i  his  career  'he  made  up  his  mind  that  he  would  never  sell  a  discovery 
or  invention  for  exploitation,  when  he  believed  that  it  should  be  used 
freely  by  the  whole  world. 

Tyndall  has  related  how  Faraday  told  him  that  at  one  stage  of  his 
career  he  had  definitely  to  ask  him  whether  he  would  make  money'  or* 
science  the  object  of  his  work.  He  chose  scince,  yet  after  his  epoch- 
making  discoveries  in  1831,  many  business  men  would  have  paid,  him 
thousands  a  year  for  his  services.  His  reward  was  not  the  £10,000  a 
year  he  might  have  earned  for  the  last  thirty  years  of  his  life,  but 
the  glory  of  establishing  England's  position  as  a  scientific  nation  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  benefits  he  had  given  to  civilization,  regardless 
of  creed  or  race. 

For  30  years  Faraday  was  adviser  to  Trinity  House,  and  his  remarks 
regarding  his  payment  of  £200  indicates  his  attitude.  "I  can  at  any 
moment  convert  my  time  into  money."  he  said,  "but  I  do  not  require 
more  of  the  latter  than  is  sufficient  for  necessary  purposes.  The  sum, 
therefore,  of  £200  is  quite  enough  in  itself." 

It  is  not  surprising  that  such  a  man  won  the  love  and  affection  of 
all  who  came  into  touch  with  him.  His  married  life,  in  spite  of  his 
great  interest  in  his  work,  was  perfectly  happy,  and  thirty  years  after* 
his  wedding  he  wrote  to  his  wife  in  the  most  affectionate  terms.  One 
of  his  letters,  written  from  Birmingham  in  1848,  might  have  been  thd 
love  epistle  of  a  young  man  recently  engaged  instead  of  a  husband  of 
27  years'  standing. 


Men  of  science  have  never  been  slow  to  speak  about  the  immense 
value  of  Faraday's  discoveries,  and  the  centenary  celebrations  are  to 
be  on  a  big  scale.  It  is  only  necessary  to  imagine  the  modern  world' 
deprived  of  electricity  to  realize  the  greatness  of  Faraday's  discov- 
eries. I  have  a  vivid  memory  of  going  to  the  Savoy  Theater  when 
electric  light  was  installed  for  the  first  time  in  any  place  if  entertain* 
ment.  The  lights  created  almost  as  much  interest  as  the  play — the 
name  of  which  I  have  forgotten.  I  can  also  remember  as  a  boy  watch- 
ing the  first  fizzing  and  flaring  carbon  lamps  and  hearing  peopU?  sav\

livi  to  see  the  great  fruits  of  his  invention!;.  He  hoped  that  we,  his( 
nieces  and  nephews,  would  follow  in  his  steps  as  scientists,  but  wo 
have  disappointed  him.  The  only  thing  we  have  done  is  to  carry  on 
his  name,  of  which  we  are  not  unnaturally  proud. — P.  Michael  Fara- 
day in  John  o'  London's  Weekly. 


War  Agencies  In  Peace  Work. — Writes  "Observer"  in  the  Montreal 
Star:  "I  am  not  uproariously  militant,  I  hope,  although  it  has  always 
been  a  matter  of  pride  to  me  that  Great  Britain  in  my  own  lifetime 
has  so  commonly  done  the  police  duty  of  the  world.  How  many  tim^es 
has  a  British  ship  dropped  into  some  agitated  harbor  and  kept  the 
peace  when  it  appeared  almost  inevitable  that  a  row  would  begin,  which 
might  bring  on  a  deadly  war  between  two  temporarily  excited  coun- 
tries or  factions!  How  frequently  has  the  cool  readiness  of  British' 
officials,  or  British  army  officers  averted  troubles  in  times  of  strikes, 
infant  rebellions  and  outbreaks  of  natives  or  foreigners!  And  how 
almjost  invariably  it  happens  that  the  British  navy  pops  up  on  the  sea 
horizon  when  earthquakes,  tidal  waves,  volcanic  eruptions,  or  great 
conflagrations  threaten  misery  of  starvation,  homelessn^ss,  and  death 
to  thousands  of  people,  and  give  peace  and  a  degree  of  comfort  to  the' 
afflicted  ones.  Whatever  we  may  think  pf  the  business  for  which  they 
are  trained  and  engaged,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  acts  of  mercy  beyond 
my  numbering,  are  to  the  credit  of  both  the  British  navy,  and  thf 
British  army,  in  the  history  of  the  past.  While  not  defending  wars 
of  conquest,  revenge  or  aggression  still  I  cannot  help  remembering  that 
in  the  ' '  Song  of  Mosjes, ' '  which  is  one  <of  the  two  to  be  sung  by  the 
redeemed  in  heaven,  occurs  the  verse:  "The  Lord  is  a  Man  of  War: 
the  Lord  is  His  Name!"  Also  that  in  the  Revelation  of  the  Son  of 
God  in  power  as  St!  John  the  Divine  deceived  it,  of  the  Word  of  God, 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords  is  it  said  that  "in  righteousness  He 
doth  judge  and  Make  War!"  Perhaps  it  would  be  as  well  for  us  in 
the  light  of  such  expressions,  to  be  careful  how  we  choose  our  words 
in  our  very  human  and  often  laudable  denunciations  of  war!

IN  an  endeavor  to  lower  the  cost  of  living,  the  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment has  reduced  the  price  of  bread  from  the  equivalent  of  2>l/> 
to  2  cents  a  pound  in  public  markets.

BY  REPRESENTING  his  own  play  as  having  been  written  by 
Herr  Heinric  J.  Neusser,  a  fictitious  German,  a  young  English  au- 
thor has  confounded  London  critics  and  made  a  name  for  himself. 
Unable  to  sell  the  play  in  his  own  name,  it  occurred  to  him  that  it,' 
might  be  easier  to  get  a  play  by  an  unknown  foreigner  accepted. 
The  play  was  accepted. 

A  LONDON  correspondent  with  a  curious  idea  of  news,  or 
gifted  with  the  subtle  British  sense  of  humor,  reports  an  unparal- 
leled crime  wave  in  England.  Proof  of  the  terrible  state  of  af- 
fairs in  John  Bull's  tight  little  island  is  provided  by  the  statistics 
from  Scotland  Yard,  which  show  twelve  unsolved  murders  on  the 
blotter !  Which  revelation  moves  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  to  strongly 
suspect  that  this  British  correspondent  is  "spoofing"  us.  "Does  he 
expect  Americans  to  believe  that  twelve  unsolved  murders  reveal 
the  existence  of  a  crime  wave?  Brooklyn  police  blotters  show  a 
dozen  unsolved  murders  in  the  past  few  weeks,  with  no  definite 
motive  indicated." 


JOHN  A.  VOMACKA,  Minnesota  farmer,  wrote  to  Represen- 
tative Selvig  that  as  he  paid  $306.54  taxes  every  year,  he  figured  he 
bought  his  farm  in  taxes  once  every  nine  years,  besides  paying  costs 
of  repair,  insurance,  etc.  Taxes  represent  selling  1,500  bushels  of' 
oats  or  milking  10  cows  for  nine  months,  he  explained,  adding  that 
he  was  not  sure  whether  he  was  an  owner  or  just  a  tenant. 

No  man  in  this  country,  or  any  other  country  like  it,  ever  really 
owns  his  home  or  farm.    The  State  owns  it. 

IN  LINE  with  the  idea  of  keeping  money  in  circulation  to  com- 
bat the  depression,  the  Saskatoon  (Saskatchewan,  Canada)  Cosmo- 
politian  Club  in  February  issued  a  "prosperity  cheek"  for  $25  in 
payment  of  a  debt  with  the  understanding  that  it  would  be  kept 
in  constant  circulation — not  being  retained  for  more  than  two  hours 
by  any  indorsee— in  Saskatoon,  and  would  not  be  presented  at  any 
bank  for  payment  for  32  days.  When  it  wound  up  its  career  it 
had  changed  hands  145  times  and  had  paid  local  debts  aggregating 
$3,625.  This,  according  to  the  Cosmopolitans,  helps  demonstrate 
the  truth  of  that  old  adage: 

"If  you  want  to  live  'midst  milk  and  honey, 

Just  start  to  circulate  your  money!" 

MATTERS  of  the  utmost  importance  in  European  politics  will 
be  discussed  from  June  5  to  9  when  Chancellor  Heinrich  Bruening 
and  Foreign  Minister  Julius  Curtius,  of  Germany,  go  to  Britain 
for  a  conference  with  Premier  Ramsay  MacDonald  and  other  Bri- 
tish statesmen. 

A  large  part  of  the  discussions  will  be  held  in  the  Premier's 
country  home  at  Chequers,  affording  an  atmosphere  of  quiet  de- 
tachment in  one  of  the  loveliest  corners  of  England  for  disentang- 
ling current  problems. 

Among  the  questions  expected  to  be  considered  arc  general  dis- 
armament, especially  in  relation  to  the  Geneva  conference  early  in 
1932  and  the  Austro-German  economic  part,  but  no  topic  of  sig- 
nificance to  European  politics  is  likely  to  be  barred. 

Official  British  circles  take  very  calmly  the  suggestion  that  other 
European  powers  had  been  somewhat  ruffled  by  the  exclusive  na- 
ture of  the  conference.  Right  Hon.  Arthur  Henderson,  Foreign 
Secretary,  and  his  associates,  it  was  pointed  out,  recently  had  an 
opportunity  for  general  discussions  with  French  and  Italian  poli- 
ticians and  it  is  both  natural  and  desirable  that  similar  conversa- 
tions be  held  with  German  leaders. 


AS  a  result  of  their  visit  to  South  America,  the  members  of  the 
Canadian  Trade  and  Goodwill  Mission  have  unanimously  agreed 
to  recommend  to  the  Government  preferential  trade  treaties  with 
both  the  Argentine  and  Brazil.  The  British  Empire  exhibition 
has  been  a  phenomenal  success  as  far  as  the  stimulation  of  trade 
between  Argentine  and  the  Old  Country  is  concerned,  if  reports  of 
the  business  secured  by  British  agents  may  be  taken  as  any  criterion. 
What  Canada  can  do  is  to  conclude  such  a  pact  with  both  the  large 
South  American  republics  as  will  enable  her  to  develop  trade  with 
them  in  such  commodities  and  manufactures  as  she  cannot  produce 
herself. 

SIR  JAMES  JEANS,  British  astronomer,  is  in  California,  vis- 
iting Mount  Wilson  observatory  and  other  scientific  resorts.  It  was 
Sir  James  who  declared  our  universe  to  be  a  fragile  bubble,  apt  to 
blow  up  any  day.  And  simultaneous  with  his  arrival  here  comes 
word  from  Europe  that  the  famous  Rock  of  Gibraltar,  symbol  of 
strength  and  stability,  is  being  shattered  into  bits  by  the  perpetual 
gun  fire  and  may  have  to  be  abandoned  or  leveled.  In  recent  years 
the  hoary  buildings  of  Europe  have  been  tottering  and  crumbling. 
None  too  soon,  it  seems,  was  aerial  life  and  submarine  life  made 
practical  propositions,  for  the  old  world  we  have  been  accustomed 
to  is  doomed  to  pass  away.  Men  of  the  future  may  swim  and  fly. 
but  no  longer  walk.  One  thing  humanity  has  learned  during  its 
long  history  since  Adam,  and  that  is,  that  nothing  on  earth  endures. 


„  A  Big  U.  S.  Treasury  deficit  looms.  According  tu  a  Washing- 
ton contemporary,  as  first  quarter  income  tax  payments  came  into 
the  Treasury  two  things  became  startlingly  evident :  Receipts 
were  far  below  expectations,  and  the  demands  of  veterans  for  loans 
far  greater  than  estimated..  A  deficit  of  between  $700,000,000 
and  $800,000,000  loomed  for  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  also 
the  necessity  for  borrowing  money  to  meet  government  obliga- 
tions, i  !  .' 

Income  tax  receipts  for  March  aim  united  to  about  $350,000,000, 
which  was  some  $200,000,000  less  than  collected  in  March  last  year, 
and  about  $100,000,000  less  than  the  Treasury  estimates.  This 
loss  of  nearly  40  per  cent  was  attributed  to  the  economic  depression 
and  to  the  charging  off  of  large  stock  market  losses  by  the  big 
taxpayers.  In  addition,  there  was  a  falling  off  of  the  revenues 
and  duties  collected  at  the  costom  houses.  On  the  expense  side 
General  Hines'  estimate  of  $100,000,000  a  week  needed  for  soldier 
bonus  payments  proved  to  be  too  low.  In  the  first  two  weeks  1,- 
372,000  of  the  3,500,000  veterans  had  applied  for  loans,  and  Gen- 
eral' Hines  expressed  belief  that  75  per  cent  of  the  veterans  would 
apply  and  that  $1,000,000,000  would  be  needed  to  meet  their  de- 
mands. The  Treasury  found  itself  obliged  to  raise  a  further  $200,- 
000,000  before  the  middle  of  April,  with  the  expectation  of  having 
to  provide,  a  further  sum  as  large  or  larger  before  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  June  30.

A  SAN  FRANCISCO  news  item  says:  "Captain  Carl  Spindler, 
commander  of  a  German  cruiser  which  attempted  to  carry  arms  and 
ammunition  to  Ireland  during  "Easter  uprising  week"  of  1916,  will 
address  a  mass  meeting  at  the  Civic  auditorium  next  Tuesday  night. 
He  will  speak  under  the  auspices  of  local  Irish  and  German  so- 
cieties. 
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"Spindler's  ship  was  ordered  by  the  German  admiralty  to  carry 
munitions  to  Ireland  shortly  after  Roger  David  Casement,  emissary 
of  the  Irish  Republican  Brotherhood,  was  sentenced  to  death  by 
the  British  government  for  negotiating  with  Germany  for  a  ship- 
load of  guns  and  ammunition.  Caught  by  a  British  patrol,  Spindler 
sank  his  vessel  in  the  channel  of  Cork  harbor.  Later  he  escaped 
from  a  British  internment  camp." 

Noah's  Ark  landed  on  Mount  Diablo,  or  some  other  place,  and 
all  the  animals  came  out  of  it  two  by  two.  Except  the  Irish  gorillas, 
which  eventually  found  terra  firma  on  Mount  Dublin.  The  story  is 
a  bit  of  interesting  ancient  history,  but  what  appeal  has  it  for  mod- 
ern Friscans,  wrestling  desperately  with  unemployment  ?  The 
British  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  their  part  in  the  Roger 
Casement  episode,  but  locally  not  even  Rolph  cares  a  whit  about 
his  fate,  or  the  fact  that  Spindler's  ship  is  rotting  at  1  lie  bottom  of; 
Cork  harbor.  And  what  100%  American  end  is  subserved  by  the 
action  of  the  local  Irish  and  German  societies  in  encouraging  the 
misguided  Teutonic  lecturer? 



THE  survival  of  Britain  during  the  world  depression  strikes  the 
Economist  of  London  as  remarkable,  causing  it  to  say:  "Two  years 
ago  the  alarming  fact  about  this  country  was  that  she  appeared  to' 
be  failing  to  ascend  to  the  level  of  moderate  prosperity  achieved  and 
held  by  many  other  countries.  This  experience  gave  birth  to  the. 
fear  that,  as  the  great  depression  gathered  force,  Britain  would  suf- 
fer more  gravely  than  any  other  country.    This  has  not  occured, 


and  when  we  remember  the  natural  and  inevitable  sensibility  and 
vulnerability  of  Britain's  peculiar  economic  position  in  the  world,  it 
is  remarkable  that,  after  eighteen  months  of  accentuated  depression, 
she  should  be  weathering  the  storm  better  than  some  of  her  chief 
industrial  rivals." 

Far  from  being  remarkable,  it  was  quite  to  be  expected — by  the 
man  who  understands  the  Briton's  make-up.  He  has  fitted  himself, 
not  especially  to  master  situations,  but  to  be  himself  under  all  con- 
ditions. He  has  accepted  his  task  of  work,  and  looks  for  his  har- 
vest, rain  or  shine.  He  does  not  sing  in  the  sun  neither  doejs  he 
growl  in  the  storm.  He  sees  how  variable  and  uncertain  is  all  na- 
ture, and  while  he  has  a  share  of  high  yearnings,  he  decides  to  ac- 
cept his  lot  and  be  natural.  No  man  is  better  attuned  to  nature  than 
the  Briton,  and  that  is  the  secret  of  his  success.  All  his  ships,  even 
those,  cleared  for  pacific  waters,  carry  lifeboats.  And  lie  knows  that 
mortals  everywhere  will  eat  and  wear  clothing,  be  the  monetary  sit- 
uation what  it  may.  And  he  has  just  a  bit  more  courage  and  enter- 
prise than  most  of  his  rivals.  He  exhibits  his  wares  and  lists  orders 
in  penniless  stagnant  districts  knowing  full  well  that  in  due  time 
those  districts  will  be  busy  hives  of  demand.  Observing  critics  see- 
ing him  sowing  his  seed  under  cold,  damp  skies,  declare  him  a  fool, 
but  he  has  lived  long  enough  and  learned  enough  to  know  that  he  is 
a  true  husbandman. 

If  California  hopes  to  achieve  a  thousand  years  of  history,  the 
while  free  and  successful,  her  denizens  must  cultivate  more  of  the 
Briton's  ways. 


G-ay  Summer  For  Britain. — The  return  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  and 
Prince  George  from  their  South  American  tour  is  giving  life  to  the 
social  calendar  in  London  and  other  centers. 

To  the  usual  round  of  sparkling;  balls,  race  meetings  and  events  of 
more  than  average  interest  to  Britain  will  be  added  a  list  of  interna- 
tional gatherings  which  stretch  from  May  until  early  autumn  with 
scarcely  a  letup.  Foremost  among  the  gatherings  are  thj  second  Indian 
round  table  conference,  world  disarmament  and  wheat  conferences;  the 
Schneider  cup  races,  the  Wimbledon  tennis  matches  and  the  amateur 
and  open  golf  competitions. 

June's  red  letter  event  is  the  birthday  of  King  George',  on  June  3, 
viuh-aH  the  panoply  and  spectacle  of  "trooping  the  colors"  honoring 
the  e\«mt.  : 

Out  of  the  hundreds  who  will  curtsey  to  King  George  and  Queen1 
Mary  at  this  year's  court  on  June  9  and  10,  many  will  be  Americans. 
More  than  a  hundred  applications  have  been  made. 

The  presentations  are  a  personal  prerogative  of  the  ambassador  and 

the  selections  are  made  by  him. 



Noiseless  House. — A  silent  house,  almost  noiseless  to  its  inhabitants 
even  amid  the  city  din,  is  one  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Building  Trades 
Exposition,  London; 

The  walls  of  this  model  house  have  been  built  of  the  various  sound- 
proof materials  now  available.  Floors  and  ceilings  have  been  deadened 
similarly.  Floor  coverings  are  of  rubber,  designed  to  soften  the  noise 
of  footfalls. 

Windows  have  been  so  constructed  that  they  cannot  rattle,  and  the 
glass  panes,  window  frames  and  other  parts  of  the  structure  have  been 
stiffened  and  otherwise  designed  to  keep  outside  noise  from  entering. 

Ventilation  is  provided  through  duets,  which  also  have  been  noise- 
proofed  so  that  sounds  cannot  enter,  although  there  is  free  passage  for 
the  air.  Doors  of  the  ''silent  house"  are  provided  with  anti-slam 
devices. 



Rich  Beryl  Deposits. — Canada  seems  to  become  more  and  more  of  a 
gold  mine  every  day.  Not  satisfied  with  the  valuable  radium  deposits 
found  near  Wilberforcc,  our  neighbor  to  the  north  now  reports  the  dis- 
covery of  large  and  valuable  deposits  of  bei-yl  in  Manitoba  north  of 
Winnipeg.  Beryl,  you  know,  is  the  mineral  from  which  beryllium,  that 
feather-weight  metal  is  derived.  Because  it  is  only  half  as  heavy  as 
aluminum  and  three  times  as  strong,  beryllium  would  be  extensively 
used  in  airplane  construction  but  for  its  prohibitive  cost.  Heretofore 
it  has  cost  something  like  $200  a  pound.  But  if  the  Manitoba  find 
justifies  expectations,  scientists  believe  the  metal  can  be  produced  for 

as  little  as  $5  a  pound.

Charting  Ocean  Currents. — At  eight  bells  almost  every  day,  aboard 
every  ship,  the  position  of  the  vessel  is  ascertained  by  observation, 
and  its  position  marked  on  the  chart.  When  this  is  done,  it  is  the 
practice  on  many  ships  to  use  what  are  called  "bottle-papers. " 

These  are  merely  slips  of  white  paper,  but  they  help  greatly  in  t3ie 
charting  of  the  world's  currents.  On  them  is  printed  a  short  notice 
asking  anyone  who  should  find  one  to  send  it  to  a  certain  address,  and 
in  some  cases  offering:  a  small  reward.  A  space  is  left  to  be  tilled  in 
with  the  name  of  the  ship,  the  master's  name,  the  latitude  and  longi- 
tude at  the  time,  the  chronometer  time  and  the  apparent  time  at  ship. 


When  the  paper  has  been  filled  in,  it  is  signed  by  the  master  and  t\ifi 
navigating  officer  and  then  inserted  in  a  clean  white  bottle  which  is 
corked  hard  and  sealed  with  wax.    It  is  then  thrown  overboard. 

The  bottle  may  drift  for  years,  but  in  the  meterological  and  hydro- 
graphical  offices  of  the  world  men  are  employed  in  calculating  from 
the  bottles,  as  they  are  found,  the  strength  and  direction  of  the  cur- 
rents. 

One  bottle  thrown  overboard  from  the  British  steamer  Athelqueen 

in  November,  1929,  off  the  south  coast  of  Ceylon  was  found  on  the  coast 

of  Italian  Somaliland  in  April,  1930,  having  drifted  about  two  thousand 

miles  in  just  over  five  months.

Noble  Peak. — Mount  Edith  Cavell  is  one  of  the  numerous  peaks  of 
the  Canadian  Rockies  which  are  included  within  the  area  of  Jasper 
National  Park  in  the  Province  of  Alberta.  The  particular  peak  known 
as  Mount  Edith  Cavell  is  a  most  imposing  nnountain,  at,  the  base  of 
which  is  a  large  ictefield  known  as  the  Angel  Glacier.  Since  the  peak 
was  named  in  honor  of  the  patriotic  war  nurse,  it  has  been  the  custom 
each  summer  to  hold  a  memorial  service  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain. 
The  following  verses  are  in  the  Visitors'  Bjook  at  Jasper  Park  Lodge: 

Stable,  as  was  her  loyalty; 

Rugged,  as  was  her  courage; 

Beautiful,  as  was  her  life;

To  Electrify  British  R  R, — The  Daily  Herald,  semi-official,  organ  of 
the  Labor  Government,  says  that  a  scheme  "unparalleled  in  the  indus- 
trial history  of  any  country"  would  be  outlined  in  the  report  of  the 
special  commission  which  has  been  considering  railway  electrification. 
The  report  >of  the  special  commission  will  recommend  electrification 
of  the  entire  51,000  miles  of  British  railways,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  £400,- 
000,000  says  the  Herald,  adding  it  was  estimated  the  development 
would  mean  an  annual  saving  of  £10,000,000.  The  newspaper  says 
the  scheme  had  received  the  approval  of  the  railways,  which  has  al- 
ready prepared  new  time  tables.  Carrying  out  of  the  recommendations 
would  mean  employing  another  00,000  men  for  the  nexty  twenty  years 
and  this  stij  ngly  appeals  to  the  government,  the  Herald  asserts. 


Speed  Boat  Records — Kaye  Don,  British  racer,  set  a  new  world's 
record  for  speed  boats  of  103.49  statute  miles  per  hour.  The  mark 
bettered  the  former  record  of  Gar  Wood,  United  States  holder  of  the 
record  who  captured  it  a  few  weeks  ago  when  he  piloted  his  craft  at 
]  02.56  miles  per  hour.  The  record  was  broken  when  Don  used  the 
craft  Miss  England  II.  the  craft  in  which  Sir  Henry  Seagrave  was 
killed  when  he  made  a  world's  record  on  Lake  Winderaicre  in  England. 
The  trials  were  run  on  the  Parana  River  at  Parana  de  las  Palmas, 
Argentina.  The  capturing  (of  this  record  once  more  gives  Great  Bri- 
tain the  speed  supremacy  on  land,  sea  and  air.  I 


Eager  to  communicate  to  British  industrial  leaders  the  commercial 
information  he  gathered  in  South  America,  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  ar- 
ranging a  series  of  visits  to  the  larger  industrial  cities. 
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BRITISH  MINERAL  EXHIBITION. 

The  importance  of  its  mineral  resources  to  the  British  Empire  is  be- 
ing demonstrated  at  an  interesting  Exhibition  at  the  Imperial  Institute, 
■London.  As  Mr.  Amery,  M.  P.,  pointed  out  in  his  opening  speech, 
Great  Britain  is  still  the  most  intensively  developed  mineral  area  in 
the  world,  and  the  Empire  as  a  whole  produces  four  hundred  million 
pounds  worth  of  minerals  a  year.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  world's 
output  of  diamonds  comes  from  countries  within  the  British  Empire, 
seventy-three  per  cent  of  the  gold,  sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  chrome 
ore,  and  ninety  per  cent  of  both  the  asbestos  and  the  nickel. 

The  Dominions  and  the  Crown  Colonies  have  taken  a  most  active 
part  in  (organizing  the  Exhibition,  which  will  remain  open  for  three 
months,  and  many  of  their  exhibits  are  of  a  romantic  and  fascinating 
description.  They  have  sent  more  than  two  thousand  specimens  of 
minerals  to  supplement  those  already  in  the  Institute's  collection. 
These  are  arranged  geographically,  and  according  to  the  quantity  to 
be  found  in  each  country,  and  newly  developed  areas  are  well  repre- 
sented. 

A  specialty  of  the  Institute  is  a  series  of  panoramic  scenes.  One  of 
these  shows  the  working  of  a  coal  mine  in  India;  another  a  tin  mine  in 
British  Malaya ;  while  a  third  shows  the  pitch  lake  in  Trinidad  dis- 
covered by  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  Only  two  such  lakes  exist  in  the 
world.  Another  interesting  exhibit  is  composed  of  many  super-imposed 
sheets  of  glass,  each  marked  with  red  and  green  lines  to  show  the 
layers  of  copper-ore  down  to  two  thousand  feet  in  one  of  those  North- 
ern Rhodesian  mines  which  promise  to  pay  much  better  than  any  of 
'the  big  American  copper  mines. 

Ceylon  has  a  comprehensive  exhibit  of  precious  and  semi-precious 
stones;  South- West  Africa  shows  a  model  of  the  Cullman  diamond  and 
some  delightful  semi-precious  stones;  and  Western- Australia  provides 
a  remarkably  fine  show  of  gold  ores  and  nuggets.  Other  attractive 
groups  are  of  carved  Indian  steatite  and  copper-salts  of  a  beautiful 
blue  from  an  ancient  Roman  working;  and  a  number  of  cases  lent  by 
the  Royal  Mint  to  show  coinage  and  medal-casting  technique. 

The  Exhibition  is  quite  candid  about  the  Empire's  lack  of  certain 
minerals.  Chief  among  these  is  petrol.  There  aire  rich  supplies  in  cer- 
tain British  mandated  territories,  or  in  other  countries  in  which  Great 
Britain  has  interests,  but  the  Empire  itself  only  supplies  two  per  cent 
of  the  petrol  output  of  the  world.  On  the  other  hand,  it  possesses 
enough  coal  of  excellent  quality  to  serve  its  needs  for  many  centuries. 
Further,  the  latest  scientific  discoveries  dealing  with  the  conversion  of 
coal  into  oil  may  change  the  whole  aspect  of  affairs  in  that  connection. 


That  two  such  famous  men  should  simultaneously  adopt  the  same 
idea  gave  the  post-Regency  dandies  cause  to  think,  and  like  sheep,  an 
apt  simile,  they  followed.  Tw,o  men  in  a  different  sphere  of  life  played 
a  great  part  in  launching  the  new  industry.  Archibald  Craig  of  Edin- 
burg  and  James  Locke  of  London,  both  woollen  merchants,  and  both 
with  Border  connections,  were  shrewd  enough  to  sense  the  market  and 
to  see  that  the  new  fashion  was  likely  "to  catch  ion."  Between  them, 
and  with  the  able  support  of  the  manufacturers,  they  fostered  and 
catered  for  the  new  demand. 

All  this  happened  in  or  about  the  year  1829,  and  in  that  year  the1 
first  bulk  order  came  to  Galashiels;  thus  the  trade  has  just  recently 
celebrated  its  Centenary. 

Scotch  Tweed  was  born,  it  had  still  to  be  christened.  To  James 
fLocke  belongs  the  honor  pf  the  christening,  and  the  River  Tweed  may 
be  considered  the  godfather.  The  name  arose  through  the  mistake  of 
a  London  clerk  who  misread  the  word  "tweel,"  Seotch  for  twill,  on 
en  invoice.  Locke  was  struck  by  the  aptness  of  the  name,  which  he 
adopted,  and  which  has  since  become  the  generic  title  of  all  South  of 
Scotland  woollen  textiles. 

From  being  a  purely  plain  trade  the  Border  Woollens  at  once  be- 
came essentially  a  fancy  one.  The  original  checks  had  a  great  vogue, 
but  the  fashion  ever  demands  novelty.  The  world  moved  more  slowly 
in  these  days,  and  manufacturers  were  not  yet  called  upon  t<oi  produce 
an  absolutely  new  set  of  patterns,  as  now,  twice  each  year.  Still  the", 
call  for  change  was  insistent.  It  was  to  meet  and  satisfy  this  con- 
stant demand  that  the  makers  strove  their  utmost. 

Through  the  hundred  years  that  have  followed  every  variety  of  check 
and  design  and  coloring  has  been  exploited,  every  type  of  cloth  qoming 
within  the  definition  of  Scotch  Tweed  has  been  produced,  until  one 
marvels  that  something  new  can  still  be  evolved. 

It  is  this  struggle  to  satisfy  the  public  taste  with  new  designs,  new- 
colorings  and  new  cloths  that  has  made  the  Scottish  Trade  the  leaders 
of  the  world's  fashions  for  men,  and  their  designers  the  world's  finest 
textile  colorists. 

To  those  who  know  real  Scotch  Tweeds  there  seems  no  necessity  to 
extol  their  merits,  but  much  is  sold  as  tweed  that  never  saw  Scot- 
land and  the  reputation  of  the  genuine  article  sometimes  suffers. 

The  word  "Scotch"  when  applied  tweeds  is  equivalent  to  "quali- 
ty." The  Scottish  manufacturer  has  ever  taken  care  to  use  only  the 
best  wools,  to  nurse  them  through  all  the  processes,  and  to  dye.  there* 
with  the  fastest  dy^es  obtainable.  Fashion  may  change,  but  Scotch 
I  Tweed  remains  the  same  as  regards  its  good  taste,  pleasing  texture 
and  durability.  A  tribute  might  also  be  paid  to  the  Border  worker, 
whose  inherited  skill  and  honest  workmanship  contributes  much  to 
the  perfection  of  the  article. — -Department  of  Overseas  Trade. 
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THE  HISTORY  OF  SCOTCH  WOOLLENS. 

The  Southern  Uplands  of  Scotland  have  always  been  one  of  th* 
world's  greatest  sheep-rearing  centres,  and  for  centuries  have  been 
famed  for  the  production  of  woollen  cloths. 

In  olden  times  the  industry  was  carried  on  by  little  colonies  of 
weavers  dotted  here  and  there  over  the  country.  With  the  improve- 
ments in  manufacture  and  the  changes  in  marketing  methods  these 
gradually  became  merged  in  the  larger  towns  of  the  Scottish  Borders. 

Originally  the  cloths  were  made  entirely  of  native  wool,  hand-spun 
and  hand-woven,  and  milled  in  the  burn  that  invariably  ran  by  the 
weavers'  cottage  doors.  Rough  in  texture,  but  of  admirable  sound- 
ness, they  were  best  adapted  for  country  wear,  and  the  local  demand' 
was  almost  sufficient  to  absorb  the  modest  output. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  great  changes  were  at   

work  in  industry  generally,  due  to  a  large  extent  to  the  introduction  of'31st,  1930 

steam  power  and  steam  traction.

TWENTY-FOUR  LANGUAGES  IN  ONE  SENTENCE. 

You  hear  a  man  say,  "I  am  of  pure  English  descent.  There  isn't  a 
drop  of  any  other  blood  in  my  veins,''  and  hear  people  boast  of  being 
entirely  "Nordic"  with  no  Latin  ancestors. 

The  scientists  smile  at  such  claims  and  say  there  is  not  a  "pare 
strain"  in  the  world  today.  The  restless  human  race  has  wandered  so 
far  over  the  face  of  the  earth,  intermarried  in  so  many  ways  that  no 
blood  strain  remains  what  it  was  50,000  years  ago. 

Neither  does  our  language  remain  "pure."  Here  is  a  sentence  sent 
to  a  newspaper  by  the  National  Geographic  Society,  to  prove  how  many 
foreign  words  have  been  absorbed  into  the  English  language.  Please 
read : 

"The  ugly  thug  loafed  at  a  damask-covered  table  on  the  cafe  balcony 
"Wednesday,  eating  goulash  and  drinking  hot  chocolate  willi  a  half- 
caste  brunette  in  a  kimono-sleeved,  lemon-yellow  gown  and  a  crimson 
angora  wool  shawl,  while  he  deciphered  a  code  notation  from  a  canny 
smuggler  of  silk  cargoes  on  the  bade  of  the  paper  menu." 

The  language  sources  in  that  "English"  sentence  are:  ugly,  Danish; 
thug,  Hindu;  loafed,  German;  cafe,  brunette  and  menu,  French;  bal- 
cony, Italian;  damask,  Syrian;  covered,  table,  code,  and  notation,  Lat- 
in; Wednesday,  drinking,  hot  and  half,  Scandinavian;  eating,  with  yel- 
low and  wool,  Sanskrit;  goulash,  Hungarian;  chocolate,  Mexican;  caste, 
Portuguese;  lemon  and  shawl,  Persian;  kimono,  Japanese;  sleeve  and 
back,  Anglo-Saxon;  gown,  Celtic;  crimson  and  deciphered,  Arabic; 
angora,  Turkish;  while,  Greek;  canny,  Scotch  or  Icelandic;  silk,  Chi- 
nese; cargo,  Spanish;  smuggler,  Dutch;  paper,  Egyptian. 

The  French  tried  to  keep  their  language  "pure"  but  their  diction- 
aries now  include  "rocking  chair,"  "meeting  house"  and  '"knock  out." 
In  the  midst  of  a  Chinese  conversation  on  Grant  Avenue  you  will  some- 
times hear  words  like  "frotball"  or  "telephone."  You  can  see  from 
the  above  sentence  what  has  happened  to  our  own  "Anglo-Saxon"  vo- 
cabulary.

Britons  In  China.— There  are  now  over  8000  firms  in  China  doing 
business  with  the  country,  and  a  total  of  over  350,000  foreign  residents 
carrying  on  the  business  of  those  firms. 

Divided  according  to  nationality,  Britain  comes  third  among  the 
various  countries  having  firms  in  China,  Japan  being  an  easy  lirst  and 
Russia  an  easy  second. 

-  Japan  claims  nearly  .",,000  firms  in  China,  Russia  over  1.000,  Britain 
645,  America  547,  and  then  Germany,  France,  and  Portugal  in  that' 
order  with  decreasing  numbers.

Noiseless  House.— A  silent  house,  almost  noiseless  to  its  inhabitant- 
even  amid  the  city  din,  is  one  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Building  Trade: 
Exposition,  London.  • 

The  walls  of  this  model  house  have  been  built  of  the  various  sound- 
proof materials  now  available.  Floors  and  ceilings  have  been  deadened 
similarly.  Floor  coverings  are  of  rubber,  designed  to  soften  the  noise 
of  footfalls. 

Windows  have  been  so  constructed  that  they  cannot  rattle,  and  thu 
glass  panes,  window  frames  and  other  parts  of  the  structure  have  been 
stiffened  and  otherwise  designed  to  keep  outside  noise  from  entering. 

Ventilation  is  provided  through  ducts,  which  also  have  been  noise- 
proofed  so  that  sounds  cannot  enter,  although  there  is  free  passage  for 
the  air.  Doors  of  the  "silent  house"  are  provided  with  anti-slam 
devices. 



Rich  Beryl  Deposits. — (  anada  seems  to  become  more  and  more  of  a 
gold  mine  every  day.  Not  satisfied  with  the  valuable  radium  deposits 
found  near  Wilberforce,  our  neighbor  to  the  north  now  re]torts  the  dis- 
covery of  large  and  valuable  deposits  of  beryl  in  Manitoba  north  of 
Winnipeg.  Beryl,  you  know,  is  the  mineral  from  which  beryllium,  that 
feather-weight  metal  is  derived.  Because  it  is  only  half  as  heavy  as 
aluminum  and  three  times  as  strong,  beryllium  would  be  extensively 
used  in  airplane  construction  but  for  its  prohibitive  cost.  Heretofore 
it  has  cost  something  like  $200  a  pound.  But  if  the  Manitoba  find 
justifies  expectations,  scientists  believe  the  metal  can  be  produced  for 

as  little  as  $5  a  pound.

Charting  Ocean  Currents. — 'At  eight  bells  almost  every  day,  aboard 
every  ship,  the  position  of  the  vessel  is  ascertained  by  observation, 
and  its  position  marked  on  the  chart.  When  this  is  done,  it  is  the 
practice  on  many  ships  to  use  what  are  called  "bottle-papers." 

These  are  merely  slips  of  white  paper,  but  they  help  greatly  in  t3ie 
charting  of  the  world's  currents.  On  them  is  printed  a  short  notice 
asking  anyone  who  should  find  one  to  send  it  to  a  certain  address,  and 
in  some  cases  offering  a  small  reward.  A  space  is  left  to  be  filled  in 
with  the  name  of  the  ship,  the  master's  name,  the  latitude  and  longji- 
tude  at  the  time,  the  chronometer  time  and  the  apparent  time  at  ship.

BIRMINGHAM  NEWSPAPER  CHRONICLES  TRADE  SUCCESS. 

Remarkably  interesting  is  the  British  Industries  Fair  supplement  of 
the  Birmingham  Gazette,  England,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  us  by  the 
Consulate  for  perusal.  As  is  well  known,  the  Fair  was  in  two  sections, 
London  and  Birmingham,  the  last  mentioned  being  devoted  to  machin- 
ery and  engineering  exhibits. 

London  items  appear  daily  in  American  newspapers,  but  provincial 
news  is  not  given  the  same  prominence.  Thus  the  Birmingham  Gazette 
renders  a  real  service  in  issuing  comprehensive  reports,  such  as  the 
said  supplement  devoted  to  the  recent  Industries  Fair,  which,  by  the 
way  was  an  unqualified  success  in  Birmingham,  having  100  more  ex- 
hibitors than  in  1930  and  attended  by  106,082  home  buyers,,  as  against 
06,000  the  year  before.  Almost  2,000  foreign  buyers  registered,  and 
the  important  fact  stands  out  satisfactorily  that  the  orders  placed 
easily  created  a  record.  No  organized  effort  for  the  display  of  the  skill 
and  ingenuity  of  British  workmanship  has  ever  before  achieved  so 
large  a  measure  of  success.  14,215  of  the  general  public  attended,  as 
against  13,000  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  list  included  Princess  Mary 
and  Lord  Harewood,  among  other  notable  people. 

The  Birmingham  Gazette's  supplement  proudly  draws  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Birmingham  is  the  second  largest  city  in  England,  having 
a  resident  population  of  over  one  million  and  having  approximately  four 
million  persons  in  its  immediate  neighborhood.    Not  everybody  knew 

this,  or  else  had  forgotten  the  fact.

— There  were  many  romantic  relics  in  the  exhibi- 
tion of  Scottish  antiques  recently  held  in  London.  Many  women  visi- 
tors found  the  baby  clothes  of  Charles  I  among  the  most  interesting 
of  the  exhibits.  They  included  a  little  cap,  which  might  quite  well 
be  worn  by  a  modern  baby — three  centuries  haven't  changed  ihe  par- 
ticular fashion  so  very  much!  The  child  who  wore  the  baby  clothes 
was  to  go  down  in  history  as  the  "Royal  martyr"  and  his  fate  *s  re- 
called by  another  relic — a  crystal  locket  which  contains  a  clot  of  blood 
taken  from  his  scaffold.  Other  interesting  exhibits  included  the  first 
Bible  printed  in  Scotland  and  Sir  Walter  Scott 's  own  edition  of 
1  Waverley."

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SELF  SACRIFICING  POSTMAN. 

A  London  postman  recently  retu'rned  from  India,  after  laying  his 
third  cornerstone  for  leper  wards  at  Manamacfura,  South  India.  He 
is  Mr.  Fred  Cardinal,  of  Clerkenwell.  His  first  ward,  opened  a  year 
ago,  was  built  entirely  at  his  own  expense.  He  saved  £2  a  week,  for 
several  years,  out  of  a  wage  of  £3  10s. 

"A  year  ago,"  said  Mr.  Cardinal,  "I  forecast  a  second  ward  to  you 
when  you  interviewed  me.  It  is  now  being  built,  in  the  specified  time, 
with  the  subscriptions  of  other  pOstoffice  workers  and  the  proceeds 
of  a  booklet  I  have  written  on  my  work  in  India. 

"But  the  third  ward  was  beyond  all  my  expectations,  lit  has  been 
named  after  Miss  Emily  G.  I 'Anson,  who  has  added  to  my  subscrip- 
tions by  interesting  many  Yorkshire  people  in  the  work.  I  did  not 
know  it  was  going  to  be  possible  so  soon  until  I  had  reached  Port  Said 
on  my  journey  out,  and  there  received  a  cable  telling  me  the  glad 
news.    So  I  laid  two  cornerstones. 

"My  "reception  on  landing  in  India  was  wonderful.  It  was  hard  to 
keep  back  tears  at  times.  Deputations  of  civil  officials  and  postmen, 
greeted  me  on  my  arrival.  Garlands  of  flowers  were  placed  around 
my  neck  before  the  speeches  began — at  the  third  or  fourth  garland  I 
began  to  feel  like  an  Oriental  Father  Christinas.  They  gave  me  fruits 
and  spices  and  bouquets,  but  I  distributed  the  fruit  to  a  multitude  of 
small  and  ragged  children. 

"The  Rajah  of  Siva  Gunga,  amongst  other  potentates,  turned  out 
with  full  troops  to  salute  me  and  offer  help  for  my  work.  An  Ameri- 
can, Mary  Low,  visited  my  ward  and  o'rdered  a  ward  to  be  built  at 
her  expense.  The  Adana  Gana  Sabbah  of  Madura  did  likewise.  Many 
American  missionaries  in  India,  not  to  be  outdone,  approached  the 
United  States  Postal  Service  with  a  view  to  establishing  an  'Ameri- 
can Mail  Carriers  Ward.'  " 


Civil  Service  Mechanisation. — The  English  Treasury  is  at  present 
engaged  in  an  elaborate  scheme  for  effecting  economies  in  time  and 
labor  in  the  Civil  Service  by  means  -of  machinery.  A  sum  of  £100,000' 
has  been  earmarked  for  promoting  rationalisation  in  various  branches 
of  the  public  services,  especially  those  in  which  there  is  much  routine 
work  which  could  well  be  done  by  modern  office  machinery.  In  the 
Treasury  a  special  department  has  been  created  for  experimental  pur- 
poses, and  already  it  is  showing  results  of  considerable  interest. 

Soon  there  will  be  over  one  hundred  different  kinds  of  machines  in  use 
in  the  departments.    The  Post  Office,  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  the! 


Customs  Departments  and  the  Ministry  of  Labor  afford  the  greatest 
scope  for  mechanisation,  and  it  is  on  these  departments  that  attention 
is  first  being  concentrated.  As  an  example  'of  the  savings  which  may 
bf  effected,  an  experiment  recently  made  at  a  Manchester  La'bor  Ex- 
change may  be  quoted.  A  new  machine  in  three  days  completed  work 
usually  done  by  three  clerks  in  a  whole  week.  The  cost  of  this  machine 
is  £35  and  the  saving  it  effects  is  consequently  about  £200  a  year.  Near- 
ly all  the  work  of  the  census  was  done  by  machinery.  In  the  Post 
Office  Savings  Bank  the  new  system  is  to  be  seen  at  its  best.  Here  old 
methods  of  bookkeeping  have  been  discarded.  Ledger  keeping  entries 
and  calculations,  balancing  and  all  the  work  hitherto  done  by  clerks  is 
now  done  by  machines,  and  the  annual  saving  in  wages  amounts  to 
£13,000  a  year.  Adding  machines,  calculating  machines,  dictating  ma- 
chines, letter  copiers  and  a  host  of  other  machines  will  soon  be  in- 
stalled in  all  the  departments  of  Government  where  'they  can  be  used. 
In  many  instances  the  capital  outlay  will  be  recovered  in  a  few  months, 
v  ith  no  sacrifice  to  efficiency  and  considerable  untimate  gain  for  the 
Taxpayer. 


Playing  cards  are  of  obscure  origin,  and  there  are  many  nations  that 
are  credited  with  their  invention.  The  general  idea  is  that  they  came 
from  Asia.  It  is  certain  that  the  Chinese  played  cards  in  the  twelfth 
century,  for  the  word  Ching-tsze-tung  is  recorded  in  a  Chinese  diction- 
ary of  1120  as  meaning  a  game  of  cards  played  by  the  attendants  of 
Eeun-ho.  Cards  were  known  to  only  a  few  people  in  Europe  before 
the  fourteenth  century.  There  are  two  theories  as  to  who  took  them 
fcj  Europe,  some  believing  that  the  practice  spread  through  Europe  after 
the  invading  Saracens,  others  believing  that  the  custom  was  brought 
back  to  Europe  by  the  Crusaders.  While  cards  have  been  universally 
used  for  hundreds  of  years,  the  size  of  the  deck  and  the  emblems  and 
symbols  on  the  cards  were  greatly  varied.  The  four  suit  deck  of  cards, 
consisting  of  hearts,  clubs,  spades  and  diamonds,  is  of  French  origin, 
extending  back  as  far  as  the  sixteenth  century. 


Withered  and  wrinkled  by  years  in  a  museum,  the  carriage  Florence 
Nightingale  used  in  the  Crimean  War  has  been  given  a  place  of  honor 
in  St.  Thomas'  Hospital,  London.  It  was  at  St.  Thomas  that  the  "Lady 
With  the  Lamp"  started  her  training  school  for  nurses  after  the  war. 
Black  with  age,  the  carriage  is  ten  feet  long,  five  feet  wide  and  dbout 
eight  high.  A  four-wheeler  with  a  leather  hood,  it  was  built  to  be 
drawn  by  two  horses.

Seventy  public  schools  in  England  now  have  Troops  of  Boy  Scouts. 
The  fire  insurance  carried  in  the  United  States  totals  $201,000,000,- 
000. 

Within  last  quarter  century  Canada  has  attracted  over  $5,200,000,- 

000  of  British  and  United  States  capital. 

The  combined  circulation  of  all  papers  and  magazines  in  the  Uniteil 
States  is  40,000,000. 

From  1 00 1  to  1011  Canada's  population  increase  of  :>4  per  cent  wa( 
the  greatest  in  the  world;  from  1911-21,  in  spite  of  war  losses,  21.95 
per  cent.

Laura  Topham,  aged  24,  a  factory  hand,  of  Bradford,  Yorkshire, 
claims  to  have  created  a  record  by  swinging  two  half-pound  Indian 
clubs  for  40  hr.  5  min. 

One  new  building  to  every  forty  people  in  the  country — that  is, 
roughly,  the  record  of  Great  Britain  during  the  past  four  years.  In 
this  period  1,018,180  new  buildings  have  been  erected. 

The  famous  "gold  coach,"  which  is  only  used  by  the  British  Sover- 
eign for  Coronations  and  State  openings  of  Parliament,  weighs  four 
and  a  half  tons.    It  was  built  in  1761  for  the  Coronation  of  George  III. 

Round  the  coast  of  Britain  there  are  about  290  life-saving  appara- 
tus stations  and  4,000  volunteers  and  members  of  life-saving  brigades, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  lifeboat  services. 

St.  George  is  the  patron  saint  of  Scouts  all  over  the  world,  and  each' 
St.  George's  Day  the  Scoutmasters  of  all  nationalities  in  Cairo  hold  an 
annual  reunion.  On  the  last  occasion  seventy-five  Scoutmasters  at- 
tended, belonging  to  eight  different  nationalities,  and  six  different 
languages  were  spoken. 

The  value  of  the  eight  thousand  vessels  sunk  during  the  war  is  es- 
timated at  six  thousand  million  pounds,  a  sum  calculated  to  stir  .all 
the  resources  of  adventure,  ancient  or  modern.  The  recovery  of  all 
this  treasure  is  open  to  anybody  who  can  provide  the  means  and  tho 
enterprise. 

Dfiseovary  of  the  most  deadly  plant  in  the  world,  a  small  portion 
of  which  was  said  to  be  sufficient  to  kill  thousands  of  persons,  was 
reported  from  Pretoria,  South  Africa.  The  discovery  was  made  by 
a  botanist  whio  named  the  plant  Adenia.  One  ten-thousandth  of  a 
grain  was  reportedly  enough  to  kill  an  adult.  The  poison  is  not  trace- 
able after  death. 

United  States  citizens  living  abroad  in  willing  or  unwilling  exile 
numbered  386,272  on  Jan.  1,  1931.  More  than  half  these  exiles— 218,- 
;j02,  to  be  exact — are  in  Canada. 

A  sword  once  the  property  of  William  Wallace  was  sold  by  auction 
for  £280  in  Glasgjw  recently.  It  was  bought  by  Muirhead  Moffat,  of 
Glasgow.  There  is  general  satisfaction  that  the  sword  will  not  go  out 
of  Scotland.  The  weapon,  which  is  just  under  5  feet  long,  has  been 
in  the  possession  of  the  Loudoun  family  for  centuries. 

•At  the  end  of  1930,  the  number  of  Masonic  lodges  on  the  register 
of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  reached  4,-">47  of  which  1,102 
are  located  in  the  London  area.  2,739  in  the  Provinces  of  England  and 
Wales  (including  the  Isle  of  Wight,  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  the  Channel. 
Islands),  and  706  in  overseas  parts.  The  number  of  lodges  has  shown 
a  steady  and  consistent  growth  year  by  year. 

Although  Britain's  bill  for  imported  eggs  still  amounts  to  £20,- 
000,000  per  annum,  those  produced  in  Britain  are  to  the  value  of  aj>- 

1  proximately  £4,000,000  more.  In  other  words,  of  the  £4-1,000,000  worth 
of  eggs  used  annually  at  home,  eggs  to  the  value  of  £24,000,000  are 
now  produced  by  British  birds.  Indeed,  during  the  past  15  years  the 
home  production  has  increased  by  80  per  cent;  whilst  the  quantity  of 
imported  eggs  has  remained  stationary. 

The  contribution  of  Canada  to  reforestation  of  other  countries  is  im- 
portant. Fifty-three  per  cent  of  the  tree  seed  exported  from  the  Do- 
minion last  year  went  to  the  British  Isles;  40  per  cent,  to  New  Zea- 
land and  the  remaining  seven  per  cent,  to  Australia  and  other  coun- 
tries. In  the  last  10  years  the  British  Forestry  Commission  has  plant- 
ed 140,000  acres  of  softwoods  in  different  parts  of  Great  Britain,  the 
greater  part  of  the  trees  having  been  grown  from  Canadian  seeds. 

The  success  «f  the  British  Postal  Order,  which  this  year  celebrates 
its  jubilee,  is  nothing  short  of  phenomenal.  That  this  is  so  may  hi 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  in  the  first  year  of  their  currency  4i/2 
million  Postal  Orders  for  £2,000,000  were  circulated,  while  the  number 
issued  for  the  year  1929-1930  was  170,900,000,  representing  a  money 
value  of  approximately  £">0,0<>0,000.  The  aggregate  amount  of  money 
remitted  through  the  post  by  means  iof  postal  orders,  and  the  number 
of  orders  used  for  the  purpose  during  the  past  50  years,  must  have 
reached  fabulous  figures.
